Celebration of Centenary Be- 
gun in New York; Distin- 
guished Persons There. 


GRANDCHILD TELLS NEED. 


Letter from One of Five Girls 
Describes Financial Wauts 
of the Family. 


New York. Feb. 6—[Special.]—New York's 
formal. recognition of Dickens’ ‘centenary 
began tonight with a dinner at Delmonico’s. 
The dinner was given by the Manhattan 
branch of the Dickens fellowship in co- 
operation with the Dickers centenary’ com- 
mittee. Three hundred and fifty men and 
women attended. Seth Low was the W 
master. 

„Those whom he introduced were Miss 1 
nes Repplier, William Bayard Hale of the 
World's Work. Kate Douglas Wiggin; Miss 
Edith Wynne Matthison, who read a poem 
by Edwin Markham in the absence, because 
of illness, of Mr. Markham, Charles Hann 
Kennedy, F. Hopkinson Smith, and Sydney 
Valentine. 

It was recalled that on the night of Satur- 
day, April 18, 1868, on Dickens’ second visit to 
America and four days before he sailed for 
Engiand, a dinner was given in hia honor by 
the press of America. alto at Delmonico’s, 
which then Was at Fifth avenue and Four- 
teenth street. Horace Greeley ptesided at 
the dinner and 200 guests were present, 


Dickens’ Words Repeated. 
At that dinner as reported in the program 


Dickens said: 

But what I have intended, what I have 
resolved upon (and this is the confidence I 
seek to place in you), is, on my return to 
England, in my own person to bear, for the 
behoof of my countrymen, such testimony 
to the gigantic changes in this country az I 
have hinted at tonight. Also to record that 
wherever I have been, in the smallest places 
equally with the largest, I have been re- 
ceived with unsurpassable politeness, deli- 
cacy, sweet temper, hospitality, considera- 
tion, and with unsurpassable respect for the 
privacy daily enforced upon me by the na- 
ture of my avocation here and the state of 
my health. This testimony, so long as I 
live, and so long as my descendants have 
any legal right in my books, I shal) cause to 
be republished as an appendix to every copy 
of those two books of mine in which I have 
referred to Anierfca. And this I will do and 
cause to be done, not in mere love and thank- 
fulness, but because I regard it as an act of 
plain justice and honor.” 


Low Toasts Dickens’ Memory. 
Over the center of the speakers’ table at 
tonight's dinner hung a picture of the nov- 
elist, surrounded by a laurel wreath, and 
above it were draped the flags of Great 
Britain d the United States. The mend 
carried a photogravure of: Dickens and of 
the house where he was born, and of Gade 
hill. The ice cream boxes bore e picture of 
Mr Pickwick. 

The speakifig was preceded by a toast, pro- 
posed by Seth Low, who presided, To the 
Immortal Memory of Charies Dickens Mr. 
Low said:that Alfred Tennyson Dickens, who 
died while on a lecture tour of this country 
recently; had expected to be gart, im the 
dinner; and Mr. Low added: 

“As we wemmemorate ‘the father, let us 
also express. our sympathy for those who 
mourn the son.” 


Squeers’ Laboratory Method, 

Mr. Low said he felt as if he were presiding 
over a dinner to a man still alive—so full of 
vitality are the works of the novelist today. 

When Gqueers told his boys to spell horse 
and then sent them out to clean them Mr. 
Low went on, de instituted the laboratory 
method of education; and his ‘You know 
what I think—tell the gentleman,’ solves the 
problems of a gollege president and of many 
other persons today, if they only knew 
enough to send for the right man.”

He also was unaware of the 
fotty and invalidity of the seventh com- 
mandmient. 
“Dickens only concerned himself OPE 
normal, sane, and sweet and simple things,” 
said Mr. Hale: Humble people chiefly, 
written about in an humble way. We are 
a secious people nowadays, and demand pur- 
pose in our novels. Dickens had no purpose. 
His works tended powerfully toward reform, 
but he told them, not with reform in view, 
but because they were in his heart clamoring 
to be told. ; 

“The secret of his power to touch our 
hearts lies in the fact that he never outgrew 
his childhood: He thought and spoke as a 
child and never put away childish things.“

Gamble Urges Test, 

SENATOR GAMBLE—But it is a test, to 
& certain extent, at-least one element of it. 
I did not happen to be here at the time he 
Was on the stand; but it would demontsrat3, 
if he was incapable of taking notes at the 
rapidity with whith an ordinary conversa. 
tion, would be carried on; it seems to me that 
would be a step in itself. I do not know that 
it would cover all the issues. 

SENATOK JONES—The testimony of the 
witnesses so far is that these notes have been 
taken very slowly. 

MR. HANECY—Yea. 

SENATOR JONES—As is shown by the ap- 
pearance of them. 

SENATOR GAMBLE~—If the test such as 
has been proposed were had, it would cer- 
ta‘nly demonstrate whether they had beer 
taken with rapidity. The difference couid 
be told at once by looking at them?

Senator Lea’s Motion Adopted. ° 


SENATOR LEA—In support of this mo- 
tion, Mr. Chairman, 1 wish to say that 
certain witnesses who are called as experts 
give their theory, that they ‘believe it im- 
possible for this thing to be done, and they 
give certain reasons in support of that 
theory. In answer to that, the witness 
Sheridan seys he can do it. If he does suc- 
ceed in doing what they theorize that ce 
cannot do, to ply mind, it would have 
weight. . 

Senator Lea’s motion was adopted. 

MR. HEALY—Is it your statement. Mr. 
Pechin, that you can look at each of these 
stenographic characters and determine, 
without a further analysia than you have 
made, that thew were slowly or rapidly 
written? 

MR. PEHCHIN—I think I can state that 
those six pages were written slowly, yes. 

MR. HEALY—How much of a range is 
in your mind with reference to the num- 
ber of words per minute that these notes 
might indicate, giving the maximum and 
the minimum as it is in your mind? 


Estimate on Speed of Writing. 


MR. PECHIN—Those notes could not be 
written, in my opinion, over sixty or seventy 
words a minute. it might be that I am mis- 
taken in that. Perhaps he has unusual dex- 
terity, and can write that style of shorthand 
as fast as 100 words a minute, or even per- 
haps 120 words a minute, but I am pretty 
sure that nobody could write that exact 
style or near that style of shorthand at over 
120 words a minute. To finish my answer to 
your question, he might have written it much 
more slowly than 60 or 80 words a minute. 
There were parts of that transcript on which 
I based my opinion that were talked at No 
or 200 words a minute or over, I am sure. 
That is what | base my opinfon on. 

MR. HEALY—How do you reach that con- 
clusion, not having heard the conversation 
and not knowing with what rapidity it was 
uttered? 

MR. PECHIN—I was going to admit, if you 
will let me, right there 

MR. HEAL B-I will let you admit anything 
you please. 

MR. PECHIN—I do not know that that con- 
versation wes carried that fast, and if that 
long sentence to whieh I have reference was 
uttered at a rate of only 120 words a minute 
it is quite possible that that stenographer 
might have reported it correctly. But, in 
basing my opinion, I base it en the theory 
that the conversation was an ordinary con- 
versation, and carried on at a rate of 175 
to 200 words a minute in that particular part 
of it. 


Finds Conversation Difficult. 


SENATOR KERN—Mr. Witness, right 
there, what rate of words per minute were 
you uttering there in that last answer? 

MR. PECHIN—For about half a minute, I 
should say, I was talking about 180 words a 
minute. 

SENATOR KERN—Does a witness speak 
even more rapidly on the witness stand than 
he would speak in ordinary conversation? 

MR. PEHCHIN—Yees, sir, 2 but not 
as a rule. 

SENATOR KERN—Does a . re- 
porter have any difficulty in taking down 
testimony given at the rate you uttered the 
words a while ago? 

MR. PECIIIN—-No, sir; I don’ t think the 
way I was talking would be considered di- 
‘cult. 

SENATOR KERN Tou were speaking at 
the rate of 180 words a minute, you say? 

MR. PECHIN—Yes, sir; for a little while. 

SENATOR KERN—And more rapidly than 
you speak in ordinary conversation, were you 
not? 

MR. PECHIN—NOo, senator. Asa rule, con- 
versation is more difficult to report than tes- 
timony, for the reason that people interrupt 
each other. I have tried to report conversa- 
tion and I find it is hard sometimes.

HEALY—Your examination of these 
stenographic notes indicates also, does it 
not, that they are very imperfectly taken? 
It is a poor stenographic job? 

MR: PHCHIN—He seems to write quite 
accurate shorthand, but very amateurish. 

MR. HEALY—An opinion such as you 
express or such as any other stenographer 
expresses is not of very much avail unless 
he knows the actual, physical facts, and 
the particular circumstances under which 
the conversation occurred? 

MR. PECHIN—To be certain, one ought 
to know all the facts. 


SENATOR JONES—As I understand, you 


are pretty well satisfied that: these notes 


could not have been taken as an ordinary 


conversation?. 

MR. RECHIN—I am very sure of that. 

Under questioning by Senator Lea, Pechin 
then admitted he would not be able to tell 
always whether notes had been taken slowly 
or rapidly. 

Allister Cochrane, another Blumenberg 
assistant, said Mr. Healy offered to give 
him Sheridan’s notes Saturday and that later 
he got them from Sheridan at the beginning 
of the evening session. He laid them on the 
table and that was the last he saw of them. 


Cochrane Explaine His Doubt.

Not So Sure on Cross Examination. 

Cochrane opined the characters were made 
slowly and deliberately. He said the uni- 
form” distance between the characters is 
suspicious. He could find no false starts or 
alterations. He was not so sure of this on 
cross examination. 

MR. H Tour opinion as to the Sheri- . 
dan notes is based upon the conditions re- 
cited in Mr. Hanecy’s hypothetical question, 
rather than upon the conditiona which actu- 
ally prevailed at the time the conversation 
was reported? 

MR. COCHRANE—Of course I knew noth- 
ing about the conditions that actually pre- 
vailed at the time the on fe was re. 
ported. 

Mr. Cochrane added he had the conditions 
in mind as recited, the appearance of the 
notes and also other things which had been 
told him. Asked what the “ other ne 2 
were, he replied: 

[In the ordinary conversation in the 
room here this morning when we were exam- 
ining the notes, about the conditions that 
were existing, about Mr. Sheridan taking 
only a certain portion of the conversation 
and not attempting to report the whole con- 
versation, and taking only those sections 
that he thought were material, and then the 
peculiarity of finding that there were, as 
Judge Hanecy calls them, no false starts,’ 


and that he always, apparently knew ex- } 


actly what was material, and where to es- 
pect it. I do not see how he could tell what 
was material, until he heard it.” 


Chicago Lawyer Lorimer Witness. 
Louis 8. Gibson, a lawyer of Chicago, and 
interested in the manufacturing of plumbing’ 
supplies and commercial zinc, was called 
by Mr. Hanecy. He said he knew Harry E. 
Kerr, who with Bailey heard McGowan admit 
he received $1,500 from C. F. Wiehe for com- 
mitting perjury. Gibabn said he met Kerr 


in 1900, when he was employed as superin- . 


tendent of the Thomas Brass and Iron 
company of Weukegan, Il. 

Kerr, the witness said, sometimes handled 
the money in paying off employés. Mr. Healy 
objected to a question by Mr. Hanecy as to 
what took place between the witness and 
Kerr on a-pay day, about paying the men. 
Mr. Hanecy explained to the committee that 
he would show by the witness that Kerr 
tried to delay the pay day. 

Members of the committee objected to an 
inquiry into specific acts of the lives of wit- 
nesses and insisted that it was concerned 
only with their general reputation.

Tolman is said to have 
Started in business in Chicago about fifteen 
years or so ago with $10,000 and to have now 
on the books in this city alone $110,000.

The “ king of loan sharks ** shows his cau- 
tiousness in this respect also. He never-gives 
up a defsulting debtor's account. Immature 
rascals thinking of borrowing money from 
him with the idea of skipping out to Kokomo 
or some other part beyond extradition should 
remember this. Tdiman has offices almost 
every where. He employ#a gir! to do nothing 
else but travel among the cities looking for 
“ skips.”” This girl is paid about $12 a week 
and expenses. 

The office managers are likely to get about 
$15 a week for their unpleasant work. There 
are also local tracers and investigators in 
each city. As soon as a $17 embezszier dis-, 
appears all hands join in among his friends, 
neighbors, tradespeople, etc., and find where 
he has gone. Then his papers are transferred 
and his wages are attached if he does not 


come to time. 
Belentless After Back Interest. 

Tolman is said to be more particular than 
any other usurer to force the payment of 
back interest. He puts in a claim that will 
run 10 per cént a month for the entire two 
or three years the debtor has succeeded in 
eluding pursuit. As these accounts do not 
outlaw for ten years Tolman often turns 
a neat profit out of some one or another of 
his dead accounts. 

Tolman does not trust his girl office man- 
agers with more than §500, but he extracts 
from them a bond of $5,000 with a promise 
not to go inte the loan business for them- 
selves for a term of five years after leaving 
the Tolman employ.

Infernal Machine That Killed Woman 
Not Brought by Messenger, 
as Supposed. 


New York, Feb. 6.—The mystery surround- 
ing the murder of Helen Taylor, killed by the 
explosion of a bomb. in her apartments on 
Saturday, grew deeper tonight with the dis- 
closure that the package containing the m- 
fernal machine was apparently sent by mall 
instead of having been delivered by mes- 
senger, as had been supposed.
